ARTICLE IV. 

In cage the welfare of the Imperial House 
of Corea, or the territorial integrity of Corea, 
is endangered by the aggression of a third 
power or internal disturbances, — the 
Imperial Government of Japan shall 
immediately take such necessary measures as 
circumstances require, and, in such case, the 
‘Imperial Government of Corea shall give 
full facilities to promate all action of the 
Imperial Japanese Government. The Im- 
perial Government of Japan may, for the 
attainment of above mentioned object, oc- 
cupy, when the circumstances require it, 
such places as may be necessary from 
strategic points of view. 

ARTICLE V.

THE NORTHERN CABLES. 

Mr. J: M. Beck, superintendent of the 
Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Co., Ltd, informs us that, owing 
to the interruption of the Great Northern 
Company's cable to Amoy, the whole of the 
traffic for the North has to be transmitted 
by the Eastern Extension Company's cable, 
and delay may therefore be expected. 

Mr, Olaf Nielsen, superintendent of the 
Great Northern Telegraph Co.; Ltd., has 
notified us that, owing to the interruption of 
their Hongkong-Amoy cable, all telegrams 
handed to them for Amoy, Shanghai and the 
North are being handed over for transmis- 
sion to the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company. Restoration is soon expected. 


SINKING A MERCHANT SHIP 

The captain of the Matoura-maru gave the 
following account of the loss of the ship and 
the treatment of the passengers and crew by 
the Russian authorities, to a press representa- 
tive, who visited the .Ssofderg on its arrival in 
Nagasaki on the 22nd ult, :— 

The steamer, which was owned by Mr. K. 
Minamijima of Shimminatomachi Echya 
Province, left Satata on the roth ult. with a 
cargo of 9,100 bales of rice and 380 coils of 
rope, The crew, including the captain num- 
bered 39, and in addition, four passengers were 
on board. 

Oo the rith ult, al about 1030 am, 
when about 13 miles off Takoura, Mutsu 
Province, large vessels were seen about four 
miles distant on the port side of the steamer. 
When the vessels drew nearer they were 
seen to be Russian men-of-war, and the 
Captain of the MNakoura-maru assembled 
the passengers and crew on the deck 
to await developments. A gun was fired by 
one of the Russian warships, and a signal 
made to the steamer “ Follow us and all will 
be well’ Shevtly afterwards another signal 
was, made, “Leave the steamer quickly,” 
followed by another, “Leave the steamer in 
fifteen minutes." Thereupon, the Makoura- 
mura signalled a request for he passsenyers 
acd crew to be taken on board the Russian 
ships if possible, Meanwh le the four men-of- 
war surrounded the steamer and fired on her, 
athe same time a signal being made that it 
was intended to save the 1eopleon board. A 
Wfebout was luweted-from the port side and the 
passengers and half the crew got into it. 
While the starboard fifeboat was being lowered 
two of the crew were struck by a shot from one 
of the Russian vessels, fell into the sea, and 
were ether klled or crowned, The remainder 
of the crew, wilh the passengers, re‘ched the 
cruiser Gromoabut ia safety. The passengers 
were pluced ronm on the ship 
and the captaw aud crew in another. The 
Nakouraemaru sank at 1 pm, the same 
day. ‘The Kussian squadron then moved 
off, and appeured to be practising evolutions,

Colombo was painfully exercised about the 
Russian Squadron which at various dates was 
reported to be at Minicoy, Galle, and other 
places. Ingenious strategists pictufed a chain 
of Colombo tugs fitteti with observation masts 
far out at sea watching for the enemy, and in 
thoir spare time laying mines in Colombo har- 
bour. 

Colombo news states that the steamer Kifai 
belonging to the Russian East Asiatic Com- 
pany had arrived there, and was detained in 
harbour on ‘instruction of the agents. She left 
Odessa on Jan. 5,and her cargo consisted of 
steel rails and cement for Port Arthur, There 
was also on board 100 tons of: sugar for 
Colombo. She had 500 lons: of tea booked 
from Ceylon for Dalny, but this cargo was not 
to he taken in. 


WAR ITEMS. 

Filteen transports left Nagasaki during last 
week, taking 25,090 men of infantry, and cavalry 
with small ponies and artillery to North-Korea. 
All transports have, instead of life-boats, large 
Japanese sampans at their davits and there 
were also stored two or three rows of sampans 
on the, upper.deck for the purpose of landing 
the troops, The. equipment of the transports 
is seported to be splondid, 

News froth Port Arthur to’ the arst ultimo is 
that the battleship Refuisan, stranded at the 
mouth of. the harbour, is being dismantled as 
as rapidly as possible, tho Russians working 
night and day taking out her guns, fittings, etc. 
One of the damaged Russfan crulsere has been 
taken inta the only dock, but her bottom is very 
seriously injured, and it is not known when her 
repairs will be completed. The cruiser Voutk 
is lying in the west basin with a very heavy list, 
in fact almost on her beam ends. It is serious: 
ly stated that some of the forts at Port Arthur 
aye partly armed with “ quakers,” and it may be 
noted that in his new book Morea, Mr. Angus 
Hamilton mentions that “many of the more 
recently constructed ‘arts lack artillery.” 

A telegram received from the North by local 
Mandarins in Shanghat reports the destruction. 
by fire on the 2oth ult, of a quantity of food 
stuffs stored at Kinchou (27 miles from Port 
Aithur) belonging to the Russian forces. It is 
believed tu bo the work of Japanese or their 
sympathisers. - ‘ 

A traveller who recently visited Japan writes 
as follows: 

*l saw several regiments embark at Nagas- 
aki, where they all seem to be sent by rail. 
Forty thousand men have been dispatched this 
week in the most business-like manner. The 
enthusiasm is immense, schoo! children being 
taken to railway stations and places of embark- 
ation to see their soldiers off, The transports 
leave Nagasaki without any escort and with 
sealed orders, so that their destination is un- 
known, We found the coast between Nagasaki 
and Shimonseki Straits patrolled by torpedo 
boats, which would steam up right across our

JAP\NESE CRUISER OFF SINGAPORE. 

There have been several rumours in Singa: 
pore during the last few days that Japanese 
cruisers had been sighted within a short dis- 
tance of the port, but so far no authenticated 
statement on the subject has been forthcoming, 
On the arrival of the British barque Woosung 
last night, however, a definite report was made 
by Captain Davies, the master of the vessel. 
Captain Davies stated that when four days off 
Singapore he sighted a large Japanese warship 
which was preceeding in an easterly direction, 
The Woosung was on a voyage from Shanghai 
to Singapore andthe report may be accepted as 
trustworthy. It may be that the warship was 
on thefoutlook for the Russian Volunteer Fleet 
steamer Zhaterincslav which was expected 
hereon Tuesday.
